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Bandage. 

The bandages carried out manually with cotton, dry gauze, coated gauze of a fatty product, or the mixed bandages 
composed of a sticking band and a gauze bandage, have serious defects for certain lesions, in parti< RTI ID=1.1> 
culier< /RTI> for the burns. Indeed 
They badly let pass the air which heals; 

They stick always more or less to the wound, with the result that, when one wishes to remove them, not only there is 
pain for the casualty, but moreover starters of cicatrization, buds? are torn off and the cure is pushed back of as much. 
In order to cure these disadvantages, the present Invention has as an aim a bandage presenting a flexible peripheral 
edge intended to take support on the body all around the wound, and a higher part or cover which, maintained remotely 
wound by the above mentioned edge, are made up in a permeable matter with the air, In order to allow the air 
circulation in contact with the wound. 

The above mentioned, permeable cover with the air, can, of course, tre treated so as to asepticize the air which crosses 
it, so that the wound Is constantly in contact with an air space not containing neither impurities, nor microbes, and 
renewing itself perpetually. 

In any event, the invention will be readily understood with < RTI ID=1.2> have de< /RTI> description which will follow, 
in reference to the diagrammatic drawing annexed representative, as non restrictive example, the shape of execution of 
this bandage 

. 1 and 2 of it is sights in prospect, respectively over and under; 
. 3 of it is a longitudinal cross-section in position of use. 

In the case represented with the drawing, this bandage Is presented In a paralleleplpedic general form. < RTI ID=1.3> 
IK /RTI> is primarily made up of two elements, namely a rectangular framework 2 and one element of cover 3 laid out 
on one of the faces of this framework. Framework 2 can tre made up In various materials, such as in particular for 
example in < RTI ID=1.4> polvurethane< /RTI> expanded. The element of cover 3 can tre him-Mrs. made up in various 
materials, provided that that selected is permeable with < RTI ID=l.5> air; < /RTI> it is thus as this element 3 can, in 
particular, expanded polyurethane tre made up. 

This bandage presents finally a means of fixing on the body, namely wide product sticking 4 on the face of framework 2 
opposed to that are used as support with the element of cover 3. 

The mode of use of this bandage conceives < RTI ID=l.6> easily: by admitting that a portion of on-< /RTI> face 5 of 
the body presents a wound 6, it is enough to take a bandage whose framework 2 has dimensions higher than those of 
wound 6 and, after having If required extended a pomade or an unspecified product on this wound, to apply the bandage 
to the body, so that wound 6 is located inside the enclosure delimited by framework 2 and the element of cover 3, the 
A top means of joining 4 allowing the fixing of the bandage on body 5. 

The bandage, object of the invention, can, of course, - to have a form absolutely unspecified square, rectangular, round, 
parallelepipeds, triangular? 

As for materials entering the constitution of this bandage, they can tre of various kinds. Thus can tre used: the 
polystyrene foam, expanded polyurethane, various plastic foams, plastics run, moulded, pressed, leather, rubber, fattv 
tulle, fabrics, felt? 

As for the manufacture of this bandage, it can tre realized in very diverse ways. Thus can tre prepared small precut 
bandages, precast, pre-presslngs, pr&oules, prefabricated, various dimensions, to look after wounds of various surfaces. 
It is thus still that, in particular for the largest wounds, tre envisaged bandages in roller, band or plate can, these armed 
bandages being able tre so that, in spite of the curves of the < RTI ID=1.7> body, it-< /RTI> lies of cover of panseuent 
cannot come in contact with the wound. Such bandages little wind, moreover, tre delivered in separated elements, 
namely: on the one hand, the element of cover taken in an adequate matter and in the shape of plate or band rolled 
and, on the other hand, the framework support, coating of adhesive on its two opposite faces in order to allow the fixing 
of the element of cover on the framework and that of the whole of the bandage on the body.
